Short Course for Creamery 
Workers 
A three weeks' creamery course 
is now being offered jointly by the 
University and the Department of 
Agriculture, commencing Tuesday 
morning, December Ist, at 9 o'clock, 


in Room 138, of the South Labor- 
atory, University of Alberta, 

The course is planned for people 
who have already had some practi- 


cal experience in creamery work and 
intend to again return to it. 
Lectures will be given each day 
during the course and will cover 
principles and methods in the pre- 


duction and handling of milk and 
cream; the testing, grading and 
quality basis marketing of cream 


and butter; the care and handling 


of the apparatus and equipment used 
n crear operations and aspects 
of our dairy legislation and organiz- 
ation. The practical work in the 


dairy laboratories will include the 
receiving, recording, testing, grad- 
ing and pasteurization of -cream: 
buttermaking; grading and composi- 
tion tests of butter; testing of milk 
and cream for buteerfat and acidity. 
Briefly, it is the purpose to bring 
out the importance of closely note- 


ing and checking the details of the 
various operations. Sufficient time 
will be taken to review and discuss 
the work done during each period. 

The programme will be so ar- 
ranged that creamery workers whe 
are not in a position to attend the 
full course may be able to plan a 
shorter stay and still participate in 
the line of work that interests them 
most. 

Those who plan to attend the 
course should notify the Depart- 
ment as soon as possible, and bring 
with them their butter triers, note 
books and clean white overalls, 
suits or aprons.
